A bill In equity has recently been filod in the
ri of Chancery at New ( Del., which
attracting almest universal attention, and
which will, no doubt, give rise to many nlce
legal points, and ot the same timo axpose Lo the
world the schemings and designings of two
women for mepey, The prayer was presentad
to the Chavesllor by the <counsel for and in s
pame of ope Righard Thomas, a citizen of Puiin-
delphin. The purport of Its contents, together
with other facts interesting to the pubilc. are ng
follows: —

Kichard Thomas wae the son of Bamunel
Thomas, who died tn 1820, leaving o large and
valuable property in the lower end of New
Castle county, near Odesea, Del. Samuel pro-
vided in hix will for the crestion of a trust
fund, to be administered by Danlel Corbit and
the late Chief Justice James Booth, of Dela-
ware, one-hall to be for the benetit of his son
Robert, whom he consldered not tound In
mind. These gentlemen accepted the trust, and
have administered It up to a recent period, Wm.
(. Bpruance, Esq., of New Unstle, beln:F Ap-
winted by the court to fill the place of Judge

th after that gentleman’s deeease,

From what has transpired it appears that these
gentlemen have always entertained the idea that
Kichard's mind wae not of the strongest ealibre,
and during the period Intervening between the
death of lﬁn farher and the summer of 1860, thoy
have frequently placed him in the Insane
Arylums in West Philadelphin and Fraokford.
The preseut bill recites that he was discharged
from the Iatter pluce in the summer of 1869
upon a writ of habeas corpus issued by the
Philadelphia Court of Quarter Sessions.

This writ of habeas corpus, it “pi':“" wis
applied for by a young man, a clerk in the book
store of Richard's sister-in-law, Mrs. Jane
Hamilton Thomas, This Indy was st one time

an agont for the gile of Eplscopal publications
in Philadelphia, and now occasion dy publishes
some charming works of a poetie and devotional

character, snch ne a recent collection entitled
"Thoughts that Cluster Round our Homes,"
ete., ole. Bhe was the wife of William C.
Thomas, s brother of Richard.

Upon the hearing of the habeas corpus, the
trustecs presented their view of Richard's inen-
pacity for taking care of himself, and offered
evidence to show the necessity of oceasionally
confining him within the pleasant halls of
Frankford, or at Dr. Kirkbride's paternal man-
sion. But the court, belog at that time sorely

yroesed by newspaper criticlsms, declded that
tichard's mind, if not above par, was at least
wo good for confinement, and consigned him
to the care of his brother William, where he, of
course, enjoyed also the oversight and gnidance
of brother Willlam's wife, the lady previously
referred to. It would appear that she was a
woman of rare business qualifications, decided
energy and nerve, which was perhaps more im-
portant in this case from the fact that she found
ber husband was neither sound in body or mind;
and hence was under the necessity of commit-
ting him for a few weeks to an insaune asylum,
about the time of Richard's retirement,

However, Richard's case improved very ra-
pidly, as that of Willlam grew worse, and
soward the lntter part of Htsytutuhvr. 18040, on or
about the 25th day thereof, he was married to a
young lady, said to be about eighteen, a Miss
Bally Clark, who was an adopted daughter of
William Thomas. The ceremcny of marriage
took place at Willlam's house in Philadelphia,
in the parlor, while, nt the same time, William
himself was lying up stalre almost in a dyin
condition. The wedding was thus rendered,

ble, more extraordinary than it wonld have
been, though the spectacle of an old, feeble-
minded man of eixty-five years, bald, grey, and
bont, being united toa girl of eighteen, would
perhaps challenge ordinary comment. Con-
gidering the view that the trustees had always
talken ot Richard, as a person of imbecile mind
it wonld appear that he must have brightened
up beyond their observation.

William, who, a8 hefore stated, was in articulo
wmortis, up-stairs while the ceremony proceeded
down in the parlor, lived but a few days, and
one morning the trustees in Delaware had the
news communicated to them that Richard had
“intermarried,’ as the petition in Chancery
says. The letter also bronght a bill of ltems for
the affalr, such us $#20 for the minister, so much
for the ring, so much fer candy, tobacco, ete.
Upon this the trustees, who could not, nplpa-
rently, believe that the proceeding was alto-
gether according to the statutes in such cases
made and provided, refused to pay the bill for
the wedding, refused to pay Richard's board at
Mrs. J. Hamilton T.'s longer than to October 51,
refused to recognize his marriage ns valid, and
declined to *'come down"” in any way, unless
Richard would come downto Delaware, and live
within their balliwick, so to speak.

Hence ariges this Aamcoedlng. The complain-
ant prays that the defendnnts shall be ordered
to pay over to him the clear amount of income
derived from the trust for the maintenance of
himeelf and wife. To this the defendants have
not a¢ vet made any answer, the law giving
thelr couneel gix months from the filing of the
bill (January 81) in which to make up thelr
mind what answer to make, and also to eompile
the requisite ‘“sails,” ‘a8 aforesalds,
‘*whereases,” ete.

Buch is the gist of the case. The annualincome
gought to be recovered amounts to between
£3000 and $4000, but from the spirit manifested
by the trustecs it doubtless will be years before
the matler i decided, for they are determined to
contest the watter to the utmost end the laws
will allow.

An obstacle has also occurred but recently
which will doubtless have the effect of mate-
rially altering the case. being nothing other than
the death of Richard Thomas, which ocenrred
on the 24th ult.

Theoy conversed glibly, knew all her friends
and relations, reconnted many scenes that had
occurred since she left Germany, and finally,
after thoronghly lnmtlntlmi themsoelves In her
favor, hcim to origloate o plan for the procure-
ment of the logacy. At length n happy thought
occurred tothem, They poesessed a box of
valuable jawolry which they carried with them.
This they would sacrifice sooner thao fall to
carry out the request of the departed friend in
Germany, and the bait taking, their generosity
almost moved Mary to tears. he wonld
listen to no Empm:d of such a nature,
but wonld furnish the cash herself, which she
did, banding them $300. They then handed her
the box of jewelry, which she at firat refused,
but finally they prevalled on her to keep it as a
mark of their honesty untll they returnod.

Patiently but anxiously Mary walted for the
return of the men nud her rich gift, but she
waited in vain, Hour after hour passed by and
they did not reture. At length, wearied ont, she
sought counsel of a friend, who, smelling the
mice, asked to see the jewelry. Imagine the fecl-
ings of Mary when she was told that it was
bogue, and that the whole affair was a clean and
complete ewindle.

AN ORDINANCE OF INTEREST TO THE DRIVERS
or PassexaEnr RarLway Cans.—In consequence
of the frequent accidents arising from the col-
lislon of pnﬁmn%:r rullway cars at the intersec-
tion of streets, Mr. Franciscus on Thursday last
offered the following bill In Select Uouncil:—

The Select and Common Counclls of the Oty
of Philadélphia do ordain, That hereafter pas-
senger rallway cars, In crossing at the Intersections
of streets, the cards ronning north and south shall
have the right of way, and jt shall be unlawfal for
any driver of 4 car running east or west to cross n
pagsenger rallway track, antil after the car ruani
paorth or south sbhall have passed, If the sald 'as
mentioned car shall be within forty feet of the cross-
Ing of sald rosds. FProvided, That all passengor

way tracks ruoning along streets cutting the
squares dingonally, shall be consldersd a8 running
east and west, for the purposes of whis ordinance.
Any person violating the provisions of this ordi-
nance shall suffer and pay a fine of ten dollars for
each offense, for the use of the city, to be recovered
before any alderman, as fines are now by law re-
coverable.”

The ordinance passed without any opﬂgniuon.
and the same day it was messaged into Common
Council and there unanimonsy concurred in,
On Tuesday last the Mayor aflixed his signature
to the bill, and it is now a law, to be respected
anud obeyed as guch.

DeaTt OF AN OLD PHILADELPHIA PrINTER.
—Mr, Isanc Ashmead, one of the oldest printers
of Philadelpbia, dled at his residence, Girard
avenue and Sixteenth street, on the evenlng
of Tuesday lagt, He was In the 80th year of his
age, having been born December 22, 1700, in
Germantown, Mr. Ashmead was the first
printer who introduced the composition roller,
and was the first in this city who used a power-
press, it being driven by horse- er. He was
also the introducerof the hydraulic press for
gmoothing the printed sheets. In 1521 he had
charge of the printing of the Adult Sunday-
Scheool Soclety, which was afterwards absorbed
in the Sunday-Scheol Union. He had charge of
the printing of this latter society until the time
of his death. He continued in the active dis-
charge of his dutles until a late perlod. He was
for many years a member of the Board of School
Directors. The funeral will take place on
Friday next from his residence.

“imlﬂ olde and the succoss of a premeditato
fuicide.

Willlam Helmner (or Elsper), a German by
birth, and & cooper by trade, was the unfortn-
nate victim, He came to l'mb::! gome Lime
last your, and had gained the repu of belng
an excellent workman, He fell, however, into
slavery to his appetite, and wns seldom seen in
a sober state, His family sulfered severoly from
his habits of intoxication, A few monthe ago
he was arralgoned before the pollee maglstrate
for beating his wife when she was on the eve of
confinement of a child.

Of late it seems that he sank oven more, and
conld not have been classod with sane peopla.
Beveral times he was heard to menace his wife
with death, and also to threaten to take his own
life. During the cold and bitter nights of this
week, he would come home, devour his menl
like & manise, and then, expelling his wife and
chlldren, would close the doors on them. On
the eve before his death he had taken a large
amount of lignor, and raved the greater part of
the night In bhis madness. Early yesterday
morning he took most of his wife's clothes and
burned them, and then taking a navy revolver
fired at hie wife, The ahot falled, however,
Then going into the stable he placed the pistol
to his temple, and by a pull of the trigger sank
Into eternity’s abyss.

His little daughter hearing the report ran to
the stable, to see hor father a lifeless corpse,
He bad fallen with his head on the old skull of
u dosd ox, and the ebild, with Instinctive aflec.
tion, ran to the house, got n l;lllow and placed it
below his head, The bullet is said to have gone
entirely through his head.

The Uoroner was in due time summoued, held
an inquest, and took the to Bellevills for
interment. Mr. Helener leaves a wife and two
children unprovided for.

The greatest excitement prevalled and many
people went to behold the vietim of his own
rashiness. The people of Freeburg will donbt-
less assist the lnm{.ly with provisions snd the
means for Hiving.

It ;l:mv‘ulua for landing cables
on the shores of the United States, and that all
forelgn cableés shall be lauded provided the
Unfted States sholl bave thie same privilege as
foreign governimets.

A Negro M. O,

The North Carolina Senators have a despatch
from Governor Holden, of that Stage, relative to
the election to tl] the vacancy occasioned by the
resignntion of Deweese, The indications are
that a colored man named Harris will be nomi-
nuted, und there is little doubt of his election.

Reconstruction of Teanessee,

The Reconstruction Commitiee Is considering
the propriety of reporting o bill for the recon-
atruction of Tennessee, on the ground that her
Legisluture hns violated the Reconstruction
acts. The Tennessee delegation is to have a
hearing hefore the committee on Snturdn{. Ben
Butler contends that Congress ean deal with
Tenpessee as with Georgia.
